Some is offered as low as $4 per acre.

Th e laborers in Ch ina work long 
h ours, and th eir meals are supplied by 
th e employ er. Th eir food consists of 
rice, partaken of twice a day , with now 
and th en a few vegetables or pieces of 
salt fish or pork ¡is a relish . Tea is also 
furnish ed to th em in unlimited q uanti 
ties. Th ey Wgin work as soon as day 
ligh t appeai-s and continue until be­ 
tween 8 and 0 o’clock at nigh t, th e re­ 
cent Introduction of kerosene oil length ­ 
ening th eir h ours of labor. Th e work 
man eats and sleeps in th e sh op wh ere 
h e is employ ed. 
Not only do th e male workers h ave a 
trades union or guild of th eir own, but 
so also h ave th e employ ers. To th ese 
guilds are referred all disputed q ues­ 
tions of labor aud food, wh ich , as a 
rule, are amicably settled. Th e opera­ 
tives seem to take it for granted th at 
th eir employ ers can properly claim ev­ 
ery moment of th eir time from ea*4jr 
morning until nigh t unless about th ir­ 
ty ^ minutes set apart for each meal of 
rice and vegetables be ex cepted. Wh en 
th e two guilds fail to arrive at a satis­ 
factory settlement of a dispute th e em­ 
ploy ers simply close up th e sh ops. 
Canton boasts of over seventy trades 
guilds. 
Th ese guilds h ave fine h alls 
and spacious courty ards, wh ere th eir 
members meet daily and discuss th e af­ 
fairs of th eir respective trades and 
oth er matters.
